General  Vnformatiou. 


Elmira  College  was  founded  in  1855.  It  was  the  first  in- 
stitution exclusively  for  women  which  had  as  high  a  standard 
as  colleges  for  men.  At  that  time  there  were  many  seminaries 
and  boarding  schools  for  girls,  but  no  college  designed  for 
the  higher  education  of  women,  which  offered  to  them  a  bac- 
calaureate degree,  which  should  have  as  high  value  as  that 
conferred  in  colleges  for  men. 

The  Main  Building  is  275  feet  long,  five  stories  in  height, 
and  contains  chapel,  recitation  rooms,  art  rooms,  library' 
laboratories,  student's  rooms,  parlors,  both  public  and  private, 
and  a  spacious  dining  room.  It  is  heated  throughout  with 
steam  and  furnished  with  electric  lights  and  an  elevator. 
The  site  is  commanding,  on  a  hill  within  the  city  limits,  and 
affords  from  the  upper  windows  a  fine  view  of  the  surrounding 
country.  Opposite  this  building  on  College  Avenue  is  the 
residence  of  the  President. 

Gillett  Memorial  Hall  contains  the  music  rooms  and 
affords  excellent  facilities  for  vocal  and  instrumental  music. 
The  rooms  are  isolated  from  one  another  by  padded  walls, 
doors  and  ceilings. 

The  Observatory  is  well  equipped  with  a  refracting  tele- 
scope of  8}4  inches  clear  aperture,  a  transit  telescope,  a  side- 
real clock  and  electric  chronograph,  besides  other  instruments 
necessary  for  astronomical  investigation.  This  building  also 
contains  the  museum,  an  unusually  large  collection  of  mineral- 
ogical,  geological  and  zoological  specimens,  beside  an  audience 
room,  where  the  Academy  of  Science  holds  monthly  meetings. 

The  courses  of  the  College  are  classical  and  scientific,  lead- 
ing to  the  degrees  of  B.  A.  and  B.  S.  The  requirements  for 
entrance  are  practically  the  same  in  both  and  in  substantial 
accord  with  the  work  of  the  committee  often,  which  prepared

the  entrance  requirements  for  the  leading  colleges  of  the  coun- 
try. For  those  who  desire  to  take  the  scientific  course  or  a 
special  course  some  modifications  will  be  made,  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  devote  more  time  to  studies  more  directly  in  the  line 
of  science,  or  branches  which  may  be  selected.    See  page  16. 

Elmira  College  is  unique  in  that  its  faculty  is  arranged 
with  the  view  of  giving  its  students  the  advantages  of  "Co- 
instruction.  ' '  The  original  idea  of  the  founders  was  that  as  far 
as  possible  the  faculty  should  consist  of  equal  numbers  of  men 
and  women  of  dignified  life,  broad  learning,  and  Christian  cul- 
ture. Thus  the  students  are  not  only  brought  under  the 
refining  influence  of  cultured  womanhood,  but  also  under  the 
strengthening  and  inspiring  influence  of  masculine  method?  of 
thought.  These  influences  together  tend  to  develop  strength 
and  grace  of  character  and  to  give  students  the  broadest  pos- 
sible conception  ol  life. 

The  aim  of  the  institution  is  that  its  life  shall  include  all 
the  refining  influences  of  a  cultured  home,  and  to  this  end  the 
student  body  is  limited  in  number  to  200.  Every  student 
enjoys  the  personal  friendship  of  the  president,  professors  and 
other  members  of  the  college  household.  This  makes  the  col- 
lege life  delightfully  pleasant  to  students  of  high  scholarly 
ambitions  and  refined  social  tistes. 

The  strain  of  persistent  and  earnest  college  work  is  relieved 
by  such  social  functions  as  characterize  the  home  life  of  refined 
families  in  the  best  circles  of  society.  Among  these  may  be 
mentioned  the  drawing-rooms,  which  will  be  held  one  evening 
of  each  month,  when  students  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
act  as  hostesses,  in  association   with  members   of  the  faculty. 

There  are  two  literary  societies,  Kappa  Sigma  arid  Phi 
Mu,  which  are  local,  with  no  relation  to  such  societies  in  other 
institutions.  These  meet  on  alternate  Friday  evenings,  in 
their  respective  rooms,  which  have  been  beautifully  furnished 
and  are  equipped  with  large  libraries.  Literary,  musical  and 
dramatic  entertainments  are  frequently  given. 
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GENERAL    INFORMATION. 

The  Biological  Society  meets  once  a  month  for  the  dis- 
cussion and  study  of  recent  scientific  investigations. 

The  Mendelssohn  Club  gives  concerts  during  the  year. 
Through  the  Music  School  many  renowned  musicians  are 
brought  to  the  College. 

The  Glee  and  Mandolin  Clubs  consist  of  the  students  of 
special  musical  talent.  These  organizations  are  attractive 
factors  in  the  social  life  of  the  College. 

The  College  is  strictly  unsectarian,  its  board  of  trustees 
being  chosen  from  the  following  Christian  denominations  :  Bap- 
tist, Congregational,  Dutch  Reformed,  Episcopal,  Methodist 
and  Presbyterian.  Its  whole  influence  is  Christian  and  denom- 
inational preferences  of  students  are  most  carefnlly  regarded. 
There  is  daily  morning  service  in  the  chapel.  Instruction  is 
given  in  Biblical  Literature  and  Christian  Sociology. 

The  Christian  Association  holds  regular  meetings,  to 
promote  the  religious  life  in  the  College.  There  is  also  a 
chapter  of  the  College  Settlements  Association. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  in  charge  of  the  matron 
and  the  resident  physician.  The  infirmary  is  large  and  open 
to  the  southern  sun.  It  is  well  fitted  with  comforts  for  the 
sick,  and  careful  nursing  is  given  them  without  extra  charge. 
The  gymnasium  is  in  charge  of  an  experienced  and  competent 
teacher,  and  vigorous  exercise  three  times  weekly  is  required. 
The  general  health  of  the  students  is  remarkable,  as  scarcely 
a  case  of  severe  illness  has  been  known  in  the  history  of  the 
College.  The  Campus  of  about  nine  acres  affords  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  out  door  sport.  The  tennis  courts  and  a  large  bas- 
ket ball  field  are  the  scenes  of  enthusiastic  contest.  The  lake 
affords  an  opportunity  for  rowing  and  skating. 

The  SUCCESS  of  Elmira  graduates  in  securing  and  satisfac- 
torily filling  lucrative  positions  is  remarkable.  This  is  due  to 
the  thorough  training  during  the  course  with  a  view  to  exer- 
cising their  gifts  as  teachers,  to  the  advantages  peculiar  to 
"co-instruction,"  and  also  to  the  superior   preparation  given

for  social  life.  The  result  is  that  an  ever-increasing  number 
of  institutions  of  learning  are  constantly  applying  to  the  Col- 
lege for  graduates  to  fill  important  positions.

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REQUIREMENTS    FOR    ADMISSION. 

One-third  of  the  examination  period  is  devoted  to  answering 
questions  upon  the  books  marked  A.  The  candidate  is 
required  to  present  evidence  of  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
subject  matter  and  the  lives  of  the  authors  indicated.  The 
remaining  two-thirds  are  occupied  with  writing  three  essays 
(250  words  each)  upon  subjects  taken  from  the  books  marked 
B.  The  object  of  the  examination  is  to  test  the  student's 
ability  to  express  thought  clearly  and  correctly  ;  also  to  test 
familiarity  with  the  works  prescribed.

A  recent  review  of  mathematical  work  is  necessary  in  order  to  do  the 
work  of  the  college  successfully.

Translation  at  sight  from  Caesar  and  Cicero's 
orations. 

The  Roman  pronunciation  is  used. 

In  addition  to  the  Latin  one  other  language  is  required. 
The  second  language  may  be  Greek,  German  or  French. 

Greek.     Grammar,  Hadley  and  Allen  or  Goodwin. 

Xenophon,  Anabasis  or  Hellenica,  four  books. 

Homer,  Iliad  or  Odyssey,  three  books. 

Prose  Composition,  Collar  and  Daniell,  or  Jones's  Exercises. 

A  thorough  familiarity  with  the  fundamental  rules  of  syntax  is  required. 
The  candidate  must  be  able  to  translate  at  sight  easy  passages  from 
Xenophon  or  Homer  and  to  translate  into  Greek  simple  prose  based  on 
passages  from  Xenophon. 

German.     Grammar,  Joynes-Meissner. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  grammar  is  required. 

German  Reader,  Joynes.  Storm's  Immensee.  Hoher  als  die  Kirche, 
Wilhelmine  von  Hillern.

Translation  of  easy  German  at  sight. 
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Equivalents  in  reading  will  be  accepted,  but  no  amount  of  reading  will 
be  accepted  for  a  thorough  knowledge  of  grammar. 
German  is  the  language  of  the  class  room. 

French.  A  knowledge  of  the  French  Grammar,  especially  of  regular 
and  irregular  verbs,  both  as  to  form  and  to  syntax  ;  classes  of  pronouns 
and  idiomatic  expressions  of  the  language. 

Chardenal's  Grammar  is  recommended. 

The  following  works  or  their  equivalents  :

History.  Greek  and  Roman  History,  American  or  English  History, 
Myers'  History  of  Greece  as  contained  in  The  Eastern  Nations  and 
Greece,  Allen's  Rome  and  Montgomery's  Leading  Facts  of  American 
and  of   English  History,  are  named  to  indicate  the  amount  required. 

II.      SCIENTIFIC   COURSE. 

The  requirements  for  entrance  are  practically  the  same  in 
the  Classical  Course  and  is  in  substantial  accord  with  the  work 
of  the  committee  often,  which  prepared  the  entrance  require- 
ments for  the  leading  colleges  of  the  country.  For  those  who 
desire  to  take  this  course  some  modification  in  the  languages 
required  will  be  made,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  devote  more 
time  to  studies  directly  in  the  line  of  science.* 

III.      SPECIAL    COURSE. 

The  Special  Course  is  designed  for  those  wTho  have  taught 
or  have  done  advanced  work  in  some  subjects  or  desire  to 
specialize  in  certain  studies.  It  consists  of  regular  college 
work,  with  art  or  music  if  desired,  and  enables  the  student  to 
adjust  herself  to  any  one  of  the  four  classes,  as  her  scholarship 
may  determine.  Entrance  to  this  course  is  by  satisfactory 
examination  or  certificate,  or  their  equivalent,  as  approved  by 
the  President.*

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REQUIREMENTS    FOR   ADMISSION. 

ADMISSION   TO   HIGHER   CLASSES. 

Candidates  will  be  admitted  to  higher  classes  if  they  bring 
certificates  from  other  colleges  covering  ground  gone  over  by 
the  class  elected. 

Without  such  certificate,  the  applicant  will  be  required  to 
pass  examination  in  the  studies  previously  pursued  by  the 
class  she  wishes  to  enter. 


ADMISSION   BY   CERTIFICATE. 

Students  are  admitted  without  examination  in  the  following 
cases  : 

When  they  bring  certificates  of  the  Regents  of  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York  which  meet  the  requirements  for  ad- 
mission to  the  College. 

When  they  bring  certificates  from  schools,  approved  by  the 
President  and  Faculty.  The  work  gone  over  must  be  speci- 
fied, the  text  books  used,  and  the  date  of  the  examination, 
given. 

The  College  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  the 
above  privilege  in  case  students  fail,  after  fair  trial,  to  main- 
tain their  standing. 

Those  presenting  certificates  for  admission  are  requested  to 
present  them  to  the  President,  if  possible,  not  later  than  the 
first  week  in  June. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  College,  at 
9  o'clock  A.  m.,  June  6,  and  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  September  14, 
1898. 

Candidates  are  advised  to  present  themselves  promptly,  and 
are  advised  to  prefer  the  June  examination  so  as  to  leave  op- 
portunity to  make  up  deficiencies. 

For  the  convenience  of  those  living  at  a  distance  from  the 
College,  arrangements  will  be  made,  when  desired,  for  exam- 
inations at  or  near  their  homes.  In  all  such  instances,  the 
President  should  be  notified    not    later  than    the  first  week  of 
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June.     The  necessary  arrangements   will   be  made   then,  and 
the  applicant  at  once  informed  of  them. 

Applications  for  examinations  should  be  made  to  the  Presi- 
dent. 

ASSIGNMENT   OF    ROOMS. 

Assignment  of  rooms   will  be,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  ac- 
cordance with  date  of  application.

Courses  of  Stufcp. 

The  Course  of  Study,  both  Classical  and  Scientific  leading 
to  the  Baccalaureate  degree  (A.  B.  or  B.  S.),  extends  over  four 
or  more  years.  The  Course  of  Study  is  prescribed  for  the 
Freshman  and  Eclectic  classes.  In  the  other  years  the  course 
is  arranged  to  allow  students  some  elective  work.  Sixteen 
hours  of  recitation  a  week  are  required  throughout  the  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  years,  and  fifteen  throughout  the  Junior 
and  Senior  years.  More  than  these  hours  of  work  will  not  be 
allowed,  except  by  special  permission.  No  student  is  allowed 
to  choose  an  elective  of  a  year  in  advance  of  her  own  class,  ex- 
cept by  special  permission.  Students  in  the  Scientific  Course 
must  elect  nine  or  ten  hours  of  science  during  each  year  of  the 
entire  course.  Two  hours  and  a  half  of  laboratory  work  in 
any  science  are  considered  the  equivalent  of  one  hour  of  reci- 
tation.

3.  Epic  and  Lyric  Poetry  in  English  Literature,  with  a 
study  of  parts  of  Paradise  Lost,  and  the  minor  poems  of 
Milton.     Elective.     First   semester,  Junior  year.     One   hour. 

4.  English  Literature  of  the  Fourteenth  Century.  Study 
of  Chaucer.     Critical  study  of  portions  of  Canterbury  Tales. 

5.  Spenser:  Critical  study  of  portions  of  the  Faery  Queene. 
Second  semester,  Junior  year.     One  hour. 

6.  The  Development  of  the  Drama.  Miracles,  Moralists 
and  Interludes.  Shakespeare  ;  a  study  of  two  or  three  of  the 
Plays.

ANCIENT  AND  CLASSICAL  LITERATURES. 

This  course  of  lectures  gives  in  outline  the  origin  of  litera- 
tures, with    the   rise  of  alphabetic  writing.     Illustrations  are 
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given  from  the  ancient  monuments,  manuscripts  and  tablets. 
Attention  is  given  to  Greek  literature  and  select  readings 
from  the  most  celebrated  dramas  of  ^Eschylus,  Sophocles  and 
Euripides.  Selections  are  also  made  from  choice  Latin  hymns, 
and  from  Dante,  Tasso,  and  the  Spanish  Ballads,  with  class 
criticisms. 

BIBLICAL  LITERATURE. 

The  study  of  the  Bible  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
Murray  Hamish  Gardner,  B.  A.,  and  is  assigned  a  fixed  place 
in  the  curriculum,  an  hour  a  week  being  devoted  to  this  study 
during  the  Freshman  and  Senior  years.  This  study  is  required 
of  candidates  for  the  degree.  This  work  is  conducted  from  a 
literary  and  historical  point  of  view,  not  from  a  doctrinal  one. 
The  student  is  required  to  enter  in  a  note  book  the  results  of 
the  lectures,  and  these  note  books  are  subject  to  inspection  by 
the  instructor. 

PSYCHOLOGY. 

The  study  of  Psychology  is  required  of  all  candidates  for  a 
degree.  The  subject  is  presented  as  science  of  mind  to  be  dis- 
tinguished from  the  physical  sciences.  The  aim  is  to  increase 
the  intellectual  power  of  the  student  and  to  lay  a  basis  for  a 
conception  of  general  Psychology,  its  position  with  regard  to 
mental  sciences,  and  the  relation  of  mind  and  brain.  Recita- 
tions, lectures,  text-book  study,  essays,  and  free  class  discuss- 
ion make  up  the  work.  Text-book,  Sully  Outlines  of  Psy- 
chology.    Three  hours. 

ETHICS. 

Seth's  Manual  of  Ethics,  Sedgwick's  History  of  Ethics,  sup- 
plemented by  lectures.  Recitations  and  discussions  on  Ethical 
Philosophy.  Electives  for  Seniors,  second  semester.  Three 
hours. 

CHRISTIAN   EVIDENCES. 

Lectures  on  Christian  Evidences,  the  History  of  the  Early 
Christian  Church  and  the  writings  of  the  Apostolic   Fathers. 
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The  design  is  to  confirm  the  faith  of  those  who  already  assent 
to  the  fundamental  truths  of  revelation  and  accept  the  histor- 
ical facts  of  the  New  Testament  ;  it  is  also  intended  to  meet 
fairly  all  the  principal  objections  in  the  literature  of  modern 
unbelief.  In  the  course  on  Church  History  a  general  view  is 
also  given  of  the  ethnic  religions  in  comparison  with  Christian- 
ity. 

Required  of  Seniors,  Classical  Course.     Three  hours. 

POLITICAL  ECONOMY. 

Elements  of  Political  Economy.  This  course  is  designed  to 
give  a  knowledge  of  the  main  principles  of  economic  theory. 
The  work  will  consist  of  lectures  and  recitations,  based  on 
important  authorities.  Elective  for  Sophomores.  Three 
hours. 

SOCIOLOGY. 

Outlines  of  Sociology.  This  course  treats  of  the  nature, 
methods  and  aims  of  society  as  a  science,  the  structural  devel- 
opment of  social  life,  history  of  the  development  of  the  social- 
istic ideas,  and  discussions  of  the  prominent  movements  of  the 
day.     Elective  for  Juniors.     Two  hours. 

HISTORY. 

i.  History  of  European  Civilization  during  the  Middle 
Ages.  An  intoduction  to  the  general  history  of  Europe — 
political,  social  and  ecclesiastical,  including  the  Renaissance 
and  Reformation,  A,  D.  300 — 1600.  Recitations  and  lectures. 
One  paper  required  each  semester.  Three  hours.  Required 
of  Juniors. 

2.  Modern  European  History  ;  the  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  Centuries.  Recitations  and  lectures.  Reports  on 
topics  assigned  for  individual  study.  One  hour.  Elective  for 
Seniors. 

ART  HISTORY. 

The  course  of  lectures  in  Art  History  embraces  the  princi- 
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pies  of  ^Esthetics,  with  the  history  of  art,  ancient,  medieval 
and  modern.  Biographical  sketches  of  the  great  masters  are 
given  with  critical  study  of  their  best  works,  illustrated  by  a 
carefully  selected  collection  of  photographs  of  the  most  cele- 
brated specimens  in  Architecture,  Sculpture  and  Painting. 
Elective  for  Seniors.      Four  hours. 

MATHEMATICS. 

The  chief  aim  in  this  department  is  to  cultivate  habits  of 
exact,  logical  reasoning,  and  clear,  accurate  statement.  An 
effort  is  made  to  train  the  student  to  discern  quickly  and  apply 
readily  general  principles,  and  originality  of  thought  and 
method  is  encouraged. 

The  courses  in  Algebra,  Solid  Geometry,  and  Plane  and 
Spherical  Trigonometry  are  required  for  all  students,  and 
include  not  only  text-book  work,  but  the  solution  cf  original 
problems.  For  Scientific  students  one  semester's  work  in 
Analytical  Geometry  is  required. 

Elective  courses  are  offered  in  Analytical  Geometry,  three 
hours,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  two  hours  and  the 
Theory  of  Equations,  three  hours. 

CHEMISTRY. 

i.  General  Chemistry,  Non  metals.  Lectures,  recitations, 
laboratory  work.  Required  of  all  students  first  semester  of 
Junior  year. 

2.  Qualitative  Analysis.  Elective,  second  semester  of 
Junior  year. 

3.  Quantitative  Analysis.  Elective,  first  semester  of  Senior 
year. 

Courses  2  and  3  must  in  all  cases  be  preceded  by  Course  1. 

GEOLOGY. 

Geology  is  taught  by  text-book,  specimens,  lectures  and 
occasional  field  work,  and  is  illustrated  by  lantern  projections, 
hand  specimens  and  casts  of  the  representative  fossils  of  each 
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era.     Economic  Geology,  with  reference  to  coal  and  metals  is 
treated  by  lectures. 

PHYSICS. 

In  the  science  of  physics,  instruction  is  given  by  lectures, 
recitations  and  laboratory  work.      Three  courses  are  offered. 

i.  Physics  by  experiment,  including  Mass  physics  to 
optics.      Freshmen,  i  hour,  first  semester. 

2.  Ether  physics  ;  Light,  Heat,  Electricity.  Sophomores, 
second  semester,  three  hours. 

3.  Physics,  in  the  industries  of  the  world  ;  lighting,  heat- 
ing, medicine.      Elective. 

ASTRONOMY. 

General  Astronomy.  The  course  consists  of  lectures  and 
recitations,  with  work  in  the  Observatory  and  frequent  obser- 
vations of  the  heavens  with  an  eight  and  one-half  inch  equato- 
rial telescope. 

Text-book,  Young's  College  Astronomy. 

Required  of  Seniors  in  Scientific  Course.  Elective  in  Senior 
year,  Classical  Course.     Three  hours. 

BIOLOGY. 

1.  General  Biology.  This  course  is  devoted  to  a  study  of 
the  beginnings  of  all  life,  and  the  general  laws  that  govern  its 
development.  The  work  is  based  on  the  morphology  and 
physiology  of  types  selected  from  the  lower  animals  and  plants. 
The  laboratory  practice  enables  the  student  to  examine  the 
facts  discussed  in  the  lectures,  and  to  become  familiar  with 
methods  of  technique.  The  work  is  arranged  with  reference 
to  subsequent  special  work  in  Botany,  Zoology  and  Physiology. 
Three  hours  a  week  during  second  semester,  Junior  year.  Re- 
quired for  Scientific,  and  elective  for  Classical  Course. 

2.  Invertebrate  Zoology.  Laboratory  work,  lectures  and 
collateral  reading.  This  course  includes  the  comparative 
anatomy  and  physiology  ot  the  great  groups  of  animals,  be- 
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ginning  with  Protozoa  and  ending  with  Vertebrata.  The  lab- 
oratory work  is  designed  to  train  the  students  in  careful  dis- 
section. Three  hours  a  week  during  first  semester  of  Sopho- 
more year.     Elective. 

3.  Vertebrate  Morphology.  Lectures,  laboratory  work  and 
collateral  reading.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  make  a  care- 
ful anatom  cal  study  of  a  few  typical  vertebrates,  with  special 
reference  to  the  development  of  the  body  organs.  The  rela- 
tion of  this  to  Hygiene,  Medicine  and  Psychology  is  empha- 
sized. Three  hours  a  week  during  first  semester  of  Junior 
year.  Open  only  to  those  students  who  have  completed 
Course  I. 

4.  Embryology.  This  course  is  based  on  Foster  and  Bal- 
four's Elements  of  Embryology.  The  development  of  the 
chick  and  the  frog  is  studied,  and  instruction  is  given  in  the 
methods  of  preparing  histological  specimens.  One  hour  a 
week  throughout  Senior  year.  Open  only  to  those  students 
who  have  completed  Courses  two  and  three. 

5.  Botany.  Lectures  on  the  development  of  plant  struc- 
ture, with  microscopic  examination  of  vegetable  cells  and  tis- 
sues. The  class  work  includes  General  Morphology  and  prin- 
ciples of  Classification  of  Phanerogams.  Elective,  second 
semester,  Sophomore  year.     Three  hours. 

LABORATORIES  AND  SCIENTIFIC  COLLECTIONS. 

There  are  two  laboratories  for  Physics,  furnished  with  ap- 
paratus for  illustrations  and  laboratory  work.  The  students 
use  the  balance,  spectroscope,  microscope,  volt  and  ampere- 
meter, Wheatstone  bridge,  the  battery  and  dynamo.  The  lec- 
ture room  is  arranged  for  both  lantern  and  sunlight  projections. 

The  Chemical  laboratory  is  a  large,  well  lighted  and  well 
ventilated  room,  furnished  with  the  conveniencies  of  water  and 
gas.     It  is  equipped  for  both  general  and  analytical  work. 

The  Museum  contains  a  large  collection  of  birds  as  well  as 
the  typical  forms  of  animal  life. 
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The  work  in  Physiology  is  illustrated  by  a  good  series  of 
charts,  a  human  skeleton  and  an  auzoux  dissecting  manikin. 
The  laboratory  is  provided  with  compound  microscopes  for 
class  use. 

The  work  in  Geology  is  supplemented  by  a  good  collection 
of  specimens,  and  casts  of  representative  fossils  of  each  era, 
and  a  collection  of  ores  and  useful  minerals  is  used  to  illustrate 
Economic  Geology. 

The  department  of  Botany  is  equipped  with  an  herbarium 
comprising  all  the  flora  of  New  York  state,  and  with  dissect- 
ing and  compound  microscopes  for  class  use. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Physiology.  Text-book  work  is  based  on  Martin's  Human 
Body,  Advanced  Course,  supplemented  by  the  study  of  charts, 
and  the  manikin.  Anatomical  demonstrations  of  the  vertebrate 
organs  are  given,  and  dissections  made  of  lower  animals.  This 
course  is  designed  to  be  as  practical  as  possible.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  Hygiene.  Three  hours  a  week  during  first 
semester  of  Sophomore  year.  Required  in  Scientific  Course 
and  elective  in  Classical  Course. 

ELOCUTION. 

i.  The  Technique  of  Elocution.  Instruction  in  the  correct 
methods  oi  breathing  and  voice  production,  articulation,  in- 
terpretation and  expression.  Recitations  before  the  class,  with 
public  criticism  and  suggestion.     One  hour. 

2.  Students  are  trained  to  the  original  interpretation  of 
thought.  Gesture  work  is  given  as  an  aid  to  expression.  Del- 
sartean  exercises  for  acquiring  entire  control  of  the  body,  and 
ease  and  grace  of  movement.     One  hour. 

3.  Public  Oratory.  The  writing  and  delivery  of  orations, 
with  work  in  extemporaneous  speaking.  Open  only  to  those 
who  have  completed  Courses  1  and  2  of  Elocution,  and  Courses 
1  and  2  of  English.     One  hour. 
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PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 
Physical  culture  is  required  for  all  resident  students  except 
Seniors.  Elective  work  is  offered  to  the  Senior  class.  Free 
work  and  light  gymnastics,  including  work  with  wands,  dumb 
bells  and  Indian  clubs.  Students  on  entering  the  college  are 
carefully  examined  by  a  physician  and  by  the  instructor  in 
gymnastics  before  work  is  begun  in  the  gymnasium.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  gymnastic  work  is  to  give  an  harmonious  develop- 
ment to  all  parts  of  the  body.  Care  is  taken  to  prevent  over- 
exertion.

The  purpose  of  the  Music  School  is  to  give  the  best  facili- 
ties for  students  who  desire  to  pursue  any  branch  of  music, 
practical  or  theoretical,  and  to  furnish  the  best  possible  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  Piano,  Organ,  Violin,  Voice,  and 
Harmony. 


admission  oi  Students. 

Students  may  pursue  musical  studies  exclusively  without 
being  otherwise  connected  with  the  College. 

Students  connected  with  the  Academic  Department  are  al- 
lowed to  choose  music  as  an  elective  study  under  conditions 
governing  all  other  electives.  Three  hours  of  music  practice 
are  equivalent  to  one  hour  of  recitation,  but  students  working 
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for  a  degree  in  the  Academic  Department  can  not  elect  music 
to  count  as  recitation  for  more  than  two  hours  in  one  semester. 

DEGREE. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music,  Mus.  B.,  will  be  given  on 
completion  of  a  course  specified  for  that  degree.  Details  of 
this  course  will  be  supplied  on  application  to  the  Director  of 
the  Music  School.  The  course  leading  to  a  degree  can  not  be 
pursued  until  the  required  course  of  the  Music  School  has 
been  completed. 

CERTIFICATE. 

Students  who  complete  any  of  the  following  courses  of 
study  can  receive  the  certificate  of  the  department  of  Music. 

While  the  theory  of  music  is  not  required,  the  necessity  of 
some  knowledge  of  harmony  for  music  students  is  so  obvious 
that  all  students  are  advised  to  devote  at  least  one  year  to  this 
study,  and  the  music  students  are  also  advised  to  take  as  many 
academic  courses  or  studies  as  possible. 

Public  and  private  concerts  by  the  musical  faculty  and  stu- 
dents are  given  frequently,  to  enable  the  latter  to  hear  other 
works  than  those  they  are  studying,  and  to  receive  the  benefit 
that  comes  from  performances  with  and  before  other  musicians. 
Recitals  and  concerts  by  famous  performers  are  arranged  from 
time  to  time,  which  are  open  to  students  of  the  School  of  Music 
free  of  charge. 

Advantages  are  offered  to  those  who  wish  to  become  church 
organists.  The  course  includes  not  only  solo  playing,  but  also 
instruction  in  choir  accompaniment  and  direction  from  teachers 
of  practical  experience  in  those  departments.

VOICE. 
The  old  Italian  or  Lamperti   method,  as  taught  by  William 
Shakespeare  of  London,  is  employed  mainly  in   the   formation 
of  the  singing  voice  ;  but  the  best  features  of  other  methods 
are  used  according  to  the  needs  of  the  student.

The  aim  of  the  Art  School  is  to  give  practical  and  theoreti- 
cal instruction  in  drawing,  painting,  design  and  decoration. 
The  art  studios  occupy  the  upper  floor  of  the  main  building. 
They  are  well  arranged  and  are  furnished  with  models  and 
casts  adapted  for  the  study  of  art. 

Students  are  admitted  who  wish  to  devote  their  time  exclu- 
sively to  art,  and  members  of  the  college  are  allowed  to  choose 
art  as  an  elective  study,  provided  they  devote  not  less  than  six 
hours  a  week  to  this  work.  In  the  arrangement  of  studies,  three 
hours  of  practical  work  in  art  are  considered  equivalent  to  an 
hour  of  recitation. 

COURSE    OF   STUDY. 

Course  I.  Drawing  in  black  and  white.  Water  color  paint- 
ing from  geometrical  and  ornamental  designs. 

Course  II.  Drawing  from  Casts  (Antique  and  Ornamental).

Still  life  painting  in  oil  and  water  colors.

Classes  for  outdoor  sketching  and  modeling  in  clay  will  be 
tormed  as  required.  Other  courses  will  be  given  to  those  who 
desire  advanced  work. 

Courses  of  lectures  are  given  by  Dr.  A.  W.  Cowles,  supple- 
mentary to  the  practical  study  of  art,  including  the  principles 
of  artistic  expression,  and  the  history  of  ancient,  medieval 
and  modern  painting,  sculpture  and  architecture.
